MASSES OF RUBBISH. 


The writer walked over this extraordinary 
mass this morning and saw the fragments of 
thousands of articles. In one place the roofs 
of forty frame houses were packed in to- 
gether just as you would place forty bend- 
ed cards one on top of another. The 
iron rods of a bridge were twisted into a per- 
fect spiral six times around one of the gird- 
ers. Just beneath it was a woman’s trunk, 
broken up and half filled with sand, with 
silk dresses and a veil streaming out 
of it. From under the trunk men were 
lifting the body of its owner, rerhaps, so 
burned, so horribly mutilatea, so torn limb 
from limb that even the workmen, who 
have seen so many of these frightful sights 
that they have begun to get used to 
them, turned away sick at heart. In one 
place was a wrecked grocery store—bins of 
coffee and tea, flour, spices, and nuts, parts 
of the counter and the safe mingled 
together. Near it was the pantry of 
a house still partly intact, the plates 
and saucers regularly piled upon a waiter, 
but not a sign of the woodwork, not a recog- 
nizable outline of a house. In another place 
a halter with part of a ‘horse’s head 
tied to a bit of a manger, and a mass of 
hay and straw about, but no other signs of 
the stabie in which the horse was burned. 
Two cindered towels, a cake of soap in a 
dish, and a bit of carpet were taken to indi- 
cate the location of a hotel. A child’s skull 
lay in a bed of ashes, but there was no sign of 
a body. 

In another place were a human foot ana 
crumbling indications of a boot, but no signs 
ot a body. A hay-rick, half ashes, stood near 
the centre of the gorge. Workmen who dug 
about it today found a chicken-coop and 
in it two chickens not only alive, but 
chuckling happily when they were released. 
A woman’s hat half burned, a reticule with 
part of a band still clinging to it,

thé only ones in the gorge. Under 


the timbers and held down in the 
water there must be hundreds that 
escaped the fire, but were drowned. To 
get at these the gorge is to be blown up with 
dynamite. The sanitary reasons for sucha 
step are becoming hourly more apparent. it 
is the belief of the physicians that a pesti- 
tence will be added to the other horrors of the 
place if such a thing is not done. All 
day the bodies have been breught to shore. 
Those that were not recognized were carried 
on stretchers to the morgue. Oae hundred 
and twenty of the identified bodies were 
carried over the bridge in one procession. 

Rehet work for the suffering goes on at 
the headquarters of the relief committee on 
that little, muddy, rubbish filied street which 
escaped destruction at the edge of the flood. 
The building is a wretched shanty, once a 
Hungarian bosrding-house, and a long line 
of miserable women stretches out in front of 
it all day waiting for relief. They are the 
unfortunates who have lost everything in tne 
Hood. 

Quarters for 5,000 of these people are pro- 
vided in tents on the hillside. For pro- 
visions they are dependent on the charity of 
the country. Bread and meat are served 
out to them on the committee’s order. 
There was not one in the line who had not 
lost some one dear to her. Most of them 
were the wives of merchants or laborers 
They were 
the sole survivors of their families. Few 
had any more clothes than they wore 
when their houses were washed away. They 
stood there for hoursin the rain yesterday, 
without any protection, soaked with the 
drizzle, squalid and utterly forlorn—a signt 
to move a heart of stone. 

They did not talk to one another as women 
generally do, even when they are not ac- 
quainted. They got no words of sympathy 


at any price. The few utores on the hillside 
streets were closed out und closed up long 
ago. 

To get from one part of the town to another 
it is necessary to cross the river or creek 
which is now flowing over the sites of busi- 
ness blocks. Of course, every vestige of a 
bridge was swept far away, and to 
take their places two ropes have been 
huog from high timbers built upon the 
sandy island that was the city’s site. On 
the ropes narrow boards are tied. The 
whole structure is not more than four feet 
wiae and it hangs trembling over the water 
in a way that makes nervous people shudder. 
Over this frail thing hundreds of people 
crowd every hour, and why there has not 
been another disaster is something no one 
can understand. 

The river is rising steadily and all the aft-

WHOSE ROWBOAT IS THIS? 


A Description of the One Picked Up Off 
Racine—Crude Oars. 

A TRIBUNE revorter went to Racine yester- 
day to see the boat in Which it was thought 
the assassins of Dr. Cronin may have es- 
caped. Whoever faced the rough waters of 
Lake Michigan in mat little black rowboat 
was in dire need of some mode of trans- 
portation. In the bottom of the boat when 
it was picked up by the fishing tug G. R. 
West were the oars which were last used to 

opel it. These oars were as uniquely con- 
9 — as any ever made by a shipwrecked 
sailor. The oars were two pine boards, each 
about five feet long, and each split at the 
ends and an ordinary tin pie piate forced 
into the crack. The pie tins were then rude- 
ly nailed in place. The work bears every 
evidence of having been hurriedly done and 
with imperfect tools. 

The only other articles found in the boat 
were a pair of black kid gloves, a pan evi- 
dentiy used for bailing, and a small iron 
stirrup. The ends of the fingers mad been 
cut from the gloves. This was done after 
the boat had left the shore, for the tips of 
the fingers were still in the boat. The con- 
dition of the gloves would indicate that the 
wearer had pulled the boata considerable 
distance, and a person used to rowing would 
hardly have mutilated alight pair of kids in 
this way to save his hands. 

The at is an old flat-bottomed skiff 
patched in many places withtin. The out- 
side is painted black, the inside and seats 
alight brown. By scratching the outside 
coat of paint it can be seen that the old boat 
was more gayly dressed when it was younger. 
The outside was then a dark blue, the inside 
a bright red. 

The total length of the boat is thirteen feet 
six inches, its greatest width three feet 
nine inches, and the depth in the middle 
thirteen and one-half inches.. The larboard 
oarlock is only a wooden pin, the starboard 
lock is gone entirely, and in its place are 


The only lettering on the boat is pn the 
starboard bow. Here the, figures 14“ are 
rudely scrawled in red paint. Following the 
figures are two letters. The last is plainly 
“A.” The first is indistinct. lt may have 
been n or perhaps m. There isn’t even a 
pencil mark to be found on any other part of 
the craft. 

The boat was picked up by Capt. Peter 
Mark in the forenoon of Tuesday, May 7. 
At that time the Captain was cruising about 
after broken fishing nets, and was about 
fourteen miles south of Racine. The wind, 
he remembers, had been from the south for 
several days, and from his experience with 
floating objects he is. sure the boat could 
have readily floated from Chicago to the 
point where he picked it up between the 
morning of May 5 and the time it was found, 
The boat was brought in, and has for fou? 
weeks been lying unnoticed near the. life- 
saving station at Racine. It attracted no at, 
tention until accidentally seen by Tue Tris- 
UNE correspondent Monday and by him con- 
nected with the Cronin tragedy.

ASTOUNDING ADMISSIONS BY OFFI- 
CERS IN THE CKONIN INQUEST. 


Capt. Schaack on the Witness Stand Makes 
a Lame Fxplanation of His Conduct in 
the Case—Coughlin, Though Charged 
with Compiicity, Is Intrusted with the 
Work of Tracing His Accomplices— 
Other Details of the Tragedy Told by 


Witnesses. 

“ Woodruff told me that one day while he 
was in a saloon on Division street near 
Franklin drinking with King and Fair- 
burn,” said Capt. Schaack to the Coroner’s 
jury yesterday, a man who had a large 
roli of money gave some of it to those two 
men. After the man had left Woodruff 
asked King who the fellow was. i 

„% Why,“ said King, that's the great law- 
yer, Alexander Sullivan.’” 

That was all. The crowd expected more, 
but Coroner Herwz did not press the inquisi- 
tion any further. 

Capt. Schaack’s testimony was the most 
important of the day. If he has repeated ac- 
curately the statements made to him by 
W ooaruff the latter’s stories of his driving 
the blood stained trunk in Lake View are 
simply falsehoods. 

In his alleged “confession” to Capt. 
Schaack he admits that his first story was 
false. As to his confession even a super- 
ficial analysis is sufficient to show its false- 
hood. I dumped the trunk on the left hand 
side going out,“ he said. That was cor- 
rect,” remarked Capt. Schaack. Again, 
Woodruff says, 1 got scared when we 
reached the manhole and left the two men 
there with the body and trunk. I came back 
after them. Wesloaded the trunk, they got 
in, and we drove back to Chicago...

SOME OF WOODKUFF’S STORIES. 


The Horsethief'’s (Contradictory Statements 
to the Police. 

Afew questions brought Capt. Schaack 

down to the statements made to him by 


Woodruff. 

I believe it must have been May 9.“ said 
the Captain, about I o' clock in the morning, 
I was Called out of bed by Capt. O'Donnell. 
He said he had a man there who claimed that 
he hauled a trunk the night of May 4. I got 
up. The Captain told me about this barn on 
North State street where the fellow said he 
got the trunk. We went out, and I told him 
to let Woodruff do the driving and let bim 
drive right to the spot where they emptied 
the trunk in Lincoln Park, and from there to 
the place where the trunk was thrown 
from the wagon. He drove us pretty 
nearly to the end of the park on 
the Lake-Shore drive and showed us where 
they took the trunk. He said they put a 
piece of canvas on the ground and dumped 
the contents of the trunk on that. Wood- 
ruff said that either an arm or leg dropped 
out, the body being all cut up; the horse got 
scared and all he could do was to hang on to 
the horse unul they got the trunk into the 
Wagon again. Then they went north. We 
told him to drive to the place where they 
left the trunk. Woodruff tnen drove out to 
Evanston avenue, north to Sulzer street and, 
came within 200 feet of where the trunk had 
been found. There he stopped and said: 
‘Well, m pretty near it. I don’t know 
whether I’ve passed it yet or not.“ Well, 
I said, drive up further and we can teil 
when we come back. He passed the place 
about fifty feet, and got to a street crossing 
and said: Now I’ve passed it.“ So I asked 
him: ‘When you threw off the trunk 
which side of the street did you throw it 
offt’ He said he threw it off to the left go- 
ing out. That would bring it on the west 
side of the street, where it was actually 
found. Weturned around again and came 
back about sixty feet, and then he says: 
‘Now there are two different clumys of 
shrubs and it was in ene of them that 1 
threw it.’ Well, he was right in that.” 

After this drive Woodruff was taken back 
tothe West Twelfth Street Station, where 
Capt Schaack obtained adescription of King 
and Fairburn, who,’ Woodruff said, were 
burgiars and thieves, ana were with him 
that night. Later on Woodruff was brought 
to the Chicago Avenue Station and subse- 
quently the Captain learned from him that 
during the drive with King and Fairburn, as 
they were passing a place where several 
roads come together, a man hallooed at them 
and he drove away as fast as he could. This 
was at a place called Kennedy’s on Evanston 
avenue. 

The Captain related how Woodruff de- 
scribed his return trip, all of which the pub- 
lic already knows. Also Woodruff’s story of 
a woman's body in the trunk, etc., the Cap- 
tain finally leading up to the day on which 
the Captain testified before the grand jury. 
That day, at the request of State’s Attorney 
Longenecker, Capt. Schaack brougnt Carlson 
to the jail to identify Woodruff, but the old 
gentieman failed to do so. The Captain then 
took Woodruff into the jailer’s private office. 

He told me, said Capt. Schaack, that 
when he was on Division street, near Frank- 
lin, in a saloon with King and Fairburn, a 
man who had a large roll of monev gave some 
of that money tothe othertwomen When 
they got through they stepped out, and while 
they were standing there this man walked 
off. Then Woodruff asked King who this 
fellow was. King answered that that was 
the great lawyer, Alexander Sullivan. 

At the same time he told me that he drove 
to the cottage and took the trunk from the 
cottage and not from the State street barn. 
I Said to him, ‘You must have had a good 
deal of troubie to get out the back way,’ it 
Was so narrow there. He answered: We 
took it out by the frontsteps.’ Isaid, ‘You 
told me the body was that of a woman.’ 
Well,“ he says, that was a mistake, but I 
did take the trunk out; it was to be left there 
to be thrown in the lake near the park, but 
we changed our minds and drove north.’ 
Well, I said, ‘you toid me first that you 
drove out there alone.“ That was a mis- 
take,’ he said. ‘Weall three went together.’ 
Then Lasked him: ‘Did you see any one put 
that body in the catch-basin?’ ‘ No,’ he said. 
I got scared when they took the trunk off, 
and I drove south and waited until they got 
through with it, and then I returned and 
took them up with tne trunk and we drove 
towards town.’ 

Then I asked him if that was all he knew, 
but he said: ‘You will find out the man that 
— me is your detective, this man Coughb- 
in. 

‘IT asked him about the story he told first 
relative to the barn at No. 525 State street. 
He said he did drive there and there it was 
that the two men got off and he left them.” 

Did he say where he got the rig?” 

“Yes. I told him that it didn’t look right 
that everybody who saw the wagon said it 
had a sorrel horse. ‘Well,’ he said, ‘I had 
that gray horse, but it ain’t so very gray. At 
night time people might take it tor a bay 
horse.“ 

Did he tell you where he got it!“ 

The first story he gave me was that this 
man King came to him the Wednesday be- 
fore that Saturday and wanted to know 
ii he wished to make 825. Wood- 
ruff was hard up and did not 
ask any questions as to what was to be done. 
He and the other fellow went off together 
and King said he would have to make a load 
or haula box. Woodruff said all right, he 
would meet him ata certain hour at night, 
and then King was to tell him where to take 
the load, That was Wednesday. Saturday 
afternoon the same man came to him again 
and said: Now tonight it has got to be 
done. If you cannot make it before 3 o’clock 
you need not come; it is no. good.’

ley and about 2 or 2:30 he got this gray horse 
and muffled the feet with a piece of bianket, 
took the horse out the front way, hitched 
him up, and drove down to where he showed 
me he took up those two men—King and 
Fairburn.”

Officers Who Saw the Trunk Driven to 
Evanston Avenue. 

Capt. Wing of the Lake View police testi- 
fied that old Mr. Carlson had given him a letter 
which he received May 18 and which bore 
the postmark of Hammond, Ind. The letter 
was as follows: 

Mr. Carlson—DEAR SIR: My sister is low at 
— and my business calls me out of town. 

t you will please put the furniture in your cellar 
for a few days I will pay you for your trouble. 
Iam sorry 1 lost the key of the cottage door, 
but Iwill pay you for all trouble. My sister 
told me to paint the floor for her so that it would 
not be so hard to keep clean. I am now sorry 
I gave the front room one coat. F. W. 

Capt. Wing said the letter was handed to 
him May 24. He further testified that he nad 
visited the cottage at No. 1872 Ashland avenue, 
and described the furniture and biood-stains 
that are now familiar to the public. One of 
the jurors wanted to know whether a spot 
on the wall of the cottage which looked as 
though it might have been washed off“ 
was there when the former tenants, a famiiy 
named King, vacated the house. Capt. Wing 
didn’t know and the juror requested that the 
King family be sent ior. 

_ Officer Steib of Lake View testified that at 
11:30 the night of May 4 be saw a * carpen- 
ter’s wagon,“ in which were three men and a 
large trunk, going east on Fullerton avenue. 

Officer John A. Smith testified tnat a few 
minutes past midnight of May 4, while stana- 
ing at the corner of Clark and Frederick 
streets, he saw a wagon containing three 
men approach on Clark. The men were 
in animated conversation, and the horse was 


dark gray or bay. There was achestor trunk 


in the wagon. At three minutes after 2 
o’clock he again saw the wagon, this time go- 
ing south, moving on to Clark street from 
Evanston avenue, at Diversey street. At 
that time there was no trunk in the wagon. 
The officer thought the trunk might have 
been delivered and therefore made no in- 
quiry. 

Fred Allen, a driver in the employ of A. H. 
Revell & Co., who delivered the furniture at 
117 Clark street, could give no description of 
those who received it. 

John Way, a private watchman of Edge- 
water, saw a wagon crossing the railroad 
track about a block and a half south of the 
depot. The wagon stopped and he saw two 
men standing on the sidewalk, and then 
going to the lake shore. Way said: Halt! 
What's up this time of night?” speaking to a 
man who was on the wagon. ‘“ We're look- 
ing for the Lake Shore drive,” replied the 
driver. 

At that moment the two men returned 
from the lake shore and the driver said: 
Ine watchman says the Lake Snore drive 
doesn’t extend this far up.“ 

Then they asked which was tne best road 
to Chicago. Hedirected them to Evanston 
avenue, and after reaching it he saw them 
drive rapidly south. 5 

The next morning Way found the tracks of 
the men to within ten or twelve feet of ine 
water’s edge. They carried nothiag when 
going toward the shore, the trunk being on 
the wagon. 

The men in the wagon were dressed in 

dark clothes. One of the men who went to 
the shore wore a slouch hat and was a heav- 
ily built man, probably 35 or 40 yeara old, 
with a mustache and shaggy .

FINDING OF THE BODY OF DR. CRONIN. 


Medical Testimony Shows That There 
Were Many As:assins. 

Hermann Theel, the bartender at Gustav 
Keilts, Sheffield and Wrightwood avenues, 
said he found the blood-stained trunk 
on Evanston avenue. It lay near 
the fence and almost hidden from, 
view. They vulled it out placed it 
near the road, where it would be easily de- 
tected. Pauler, one of Theel’s companions, 
advised them to do that, so as to let others 
find the trunk and thus avoid for themselves 
the trouble of reporting the matter to the 
officers. At this point the trunk was brought 
in and identified, The key found dy Lieut. 
Schuttler was tried and found to fit. 

Francisco Villiers, Commissioner of Public 
Works for Lake View, identified a map of 
Lake View drawn in his office. He marked 
on it in ink the route of the wagon according 
to the statements of the officers. He 
marked the Carlson cottages and P. O. Sulii- 
van’s house back of them. 

Henry Roesch, a subd-foreman r in 
the Lake view Department of Public Works, 
related how he had found the body in the 
catch-basin, the details of his evidence agree- 
ing with the oft- repeated ory. 

After Roesch Dr. James J. Egbert, As 
sistant County Physician, read his notes on 
the autopsy held on the body of Dr. Cronin. 
He described the condition of the body with 
reference to the stage of decomposition and 
the injuries in the head. The wounds on the 
head were sufficient to produce death. 

There was a lineal incision on the neck 
which was made with a sharp instrument. 
More than one instrument must have been 
used to produce the different wounds. The 
direction of the wounds indicated that they 
may have been inflicted from behind and 
were struck from avove downward. | 

Lieut. Hermann Schuttler described his 
visit to the Carlson cottage May 23, the da 
after the body was found. He found bl! 
stains on tke floor, on the wall near the 
dressing-case, on tne stairway, the fence, 
and the gangway over the ditch He 
enumerated the articles of furniture 
in the house and their condition. 
The bed had not been occupied. Returning 
to the cottage the following day with Capt. 
Wing, he took a bar of soap, on which was a 
hair, and a piece of cotton batting found in 
the basement with some yeliow paint and 
blood on it. “Officer Lorch found the a 
the trunk under a bureau in the cottage. The 
Lieutenant produced the signature of J. B. 
Simons to the lease for the premises at No. 
117 Clark street, which he haa cut off. 

In response to questions by Juror Critch- 
ell, Schuttler said that when all the doors of 
the house were closed, and the curtains 
down, it would take a great deal of noise to 
make anything of what happened in the 
house audible to the occupants of the cottage 
on the rear end of the iot. 

John Sampson said he had known Detect- 
ive Coughlin about three years.

Both were wrapped in pieces 
ofa woman’s underclothing on which the 
name ‘“‘Goshner’’ was marked. The trunk 
and thigh evidently belonged to the same 
body, which was that of a well developed 
person. The remains had probably been in 
the water for ten days. Itis feared that 
Jack the Ripper has again been at work. 

One theory, supported by the condition of 
the body, is that criminal malpractice had 
been performed, and that the persons con- 
nected with the operation cut the body up in 
order to escape discovery. The doctors who 
have examined the remains deciare that they 
could not have been in the water over twen- 
ty-four hours. They think the woman was 
about 25 years of age. 


WIND’S WORK IN TEXAS. 


A Cyclone Sweeps Fverything Before It in

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 4.—A special from 
Paris, Tex., gives details of a cyclone which 
swept through Lamar County, Texas; doing 
great damage to crops, leveling fences, un- 
roofing houses and barns, and injuring a 
number of people.

TAKEN OUT AND HANGED, 


| TBE MURDERER OF MR. RODGERS Ar 


TOPEKA, KAS., LYNCHED BY A MOB, 


Despite Vigorous Resistance by the Jail 
Ufficia's the Assassin Is Dragged from 
His Cell and Hanged to a Telegraph 
Pole—His Crime the Shooting of A. 1. 
Rodgers While Engaged in Robbing the 
Latter’s House—Mrs. Rodgers Fatally 
Woanded. 

Toreka, Kas., June 4.—[Special.|—A. T. 
Rodgers of the firm of Rodgers & Stranahan, 
merchant tailors, was fatally shot early this 
morning by a burglar, and Mrs. Rodgers 
was shot so that her recovery is doubtful, 
Mr, Rodgers died at 10 o’clock. 


Shortly after the capture of the murderer 


—an aecount of which is given below—peopie 
surrounded the jail on all sides to guard 


against any attempt to remove the murderér 


elsewhere. It was an orderly askembly 
and perfectly quiet, composed of all 
classes of citizens, and largely of the sub- 
stantial merchants, lawyers, and others of 
the city. Several secret meetings were held 
within locked doors, and it was decided that 
should Mrs. Rogers die the jail should 
be stormed at 9 o’clock p. m. The police 
guarded the entrance to the jail Ine 
prisoner was in the room on the 
third story furtherest from the main 
entrance. He was terribly frightened, 
but denied his guilt aud told 
several conflicting stories which were readily 
found to be false. He gave his name as Nat 
Olyphant, and his home # Pueblo, Colorado. 

At 4:30 o’ciock this afternoon the Rev. Dr. 
McCabe addressed the crowd from the jail 
balcony and advised law and order. He 
was listened to attentively, but after his 
speech there were, for the first 
time, cries of Throw him out”; 
“Lynch him.” During the evening the 
crowd increased, and at 7 o’clock the jail was 
stormed. The officers made a desperate re- 
sistance, and it wasdl o’clock when the un- 
fortunate wretch was#ragged out. 

LYNCHED. 

He showed astonishing courage, and when 
asked if he had anything to say replied that 
he was guilty. His last words were: Be 
sure you break my neck.“

By this time the mas- 
ter of the house was on him and endeavoring 
to disarm him. A fierce struggle ensued in 
which ali three took part. Several more shots 
were fired by the desperado as his wrist was 
held tightly by his assailant. One of the shots 
took effect in Rodgers’ left arm and another 
just avove the stomach. Rodgers now got 
the revolver away and struck the burglar 
over the head with it. .Mrs. Rodgers bit the 
fellow in the right hand to make him let go 
the revolver, and they soon had him thor- 
oughly subdued and badly wounded. 

Mary A. Clinkerman, a Swedish servant- 
girl, was awakened by the callsof Mrs. Rodg- 
ers and took part in the affray. The pris- 
oner begged piteously to bé allowed to 
go, aud was at last permitted to es- 
cape, probably because his captors were 
too weak to continue the struggle longer. 
He jumped to the porch and slid down one 
of the pillars the same way he had entered, 
leaving blood stains on the wood. After let- 
ting the man go Mr. Rodgers discovered that 
he and his wife were both shot, and from the 
revolver he had captured he fired the‘re- 
maining shots to alarm the neighbors. Fifty 
people were soon on the ground. Police and 
citizens started in immediate search, and at 
8:30 o’clock the supposed perpetrator of the 
crime.was captured about four miles east of 
the city.

The Chicago men were among the first to 
recover their presence of mind, and, calling 


upon those around them, organized for the 


rescue. Rafts were improvised, and, with 
ropes attached, were floated out to where sur- 
vivors were clinging to wrecks, and, as 
fast as they were trausferred, they 
were drawn to. safety. The work 
‘was continued until midnight, when 
everybody was ready to drop to the 
ground with fatigue. Mr. Felt says he has 
no idea how many were rescued. It may 
have been 100, it may have been 200. When 
they could work no longer and when the 
inky darkness made further attempts ex- 
tremely hazardous they went to a neighbor- 
ing farmhouse and got a bite to eat, return- 
ing and renewing the work at 4 o0’clock Sat- 
urday morning, and continuing it as long as 
there was any chance of saving a life. 

With characteristic modesty Mr. Felt makes 
no account of his own and his companion’s 
heroic work, but is earnest in his praise of 
another hero of the occasion, whom he only 
Knows by the name of Dan.“ Heisan old 
lumberman. He organized a rescuing party 
and went out again and again upon ali sorts 
of frail supports, bringing in men, women, 
and.children at tne imminent peril of his own 
life until he had. saved between seventy- 
five and 100 people. After a short 
rest he returned to his humane work 
being obliged to cross a torrent which had 
risen in the meantime, raging so that no one 
else dared follow. Wheu there was nothing 
left to do on tne scene the Chicago men be. 
thought them of their families and started 
to reach a telegraph station. They recog- 
nized the necessity of food, and on their way 
turned back all of the farmers’ wagons they 
met with directions to gather up edioles 


, and bring them at once. 


Mr. Felt does pot say so, but there are rea- 
sons for believing that they supplied the 
farmers with money to buy the supplies or- 
dered. At least a fellow-passenger says that 
they had several hundred doliars when they 
reached Green Hill, and it is known that 
they were penniless when they got to Pitts- 
burg last night, after having made their way 
over the mountains to Altoona and back 
again. a 

Mr. Felt, judging from the number ot peo- 
ple whom he saw around Johnstown immedi- 
ately after tne flood, says he would not be at 
all surprised if the list of drowned would, 
when completed, number 20,000 names. 
In one house in Kernville seven 
bodies of adults were discovered, and 
floating about on the water in the 
same room was a cradle in which lay a baby, 
alive. The fire at the stone bridge it seems 
was not the only one. Soon after tne flood 
came the Catholic church and convent took 
fire, and Mr. Feit believes that about 100 
peopie lost tneir lives there. The Merchants’ 
Hotel stood, and about 100 people were res- 
cued from its roof Saturday. 


AT CAMBRIA AND MILLVILLE, 


— 
The Desolation and Distress at the Little 
Towns Below Johnstown. 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.—[Special.]—Cam- 
bria and Miliville wore an intensely sombre 
hue today in spite of the bright sunshine and 
splendid weather. The townspeople turned 
out in full force to dig for the 
bodies of victims and to bury 
those already found and Waiting 
fer identification. Every incoming train 
brought its car-loads of coffins, and these 
were rapidly distributed among the impro- 
vised morgues. On every hand are corpses, 
and more and more are hourly being taken 
from the ruins. On every road men and 
women trudge heavily along, the former 
supporting on their shoulders each a pine 
coffin, the latter sobbing as iM their 
hearts would break. Funereal gloom, heavy 
and unmistakable, settled over not only 
these two towns, but over every borough in 
district. The enormous 
crowds from Pittsburg whose curiosity 
impels them towards Johnstown pay little 
attention to Cambria or Miliville as thev pass 
them by, but the condition of affairs in these 


small towns is no less shocking than in the 


larger town across the river. 

There was a great demand for volunteers 
in the work of disposing of bodies. Many 
people fesponded with a will. They were 
given coffins and other materials of a 
like nature to carry from the trains to 
the various supplying stations. Some formed 
into quartettes, and, carrying a pole between 
them, supported a coflin containing one ot 
the unfortunates of the floods. A number 
of them spent the day in searching ior bodies 
in the masses of wreckage which fill the 
streets and line the banks of the river. 

In Cambria the work was neither so thor- 
ough nor so systematic as in Millville. In 
the latter piace the greatest care was taken 
in the search, . and the work, as 
far as it went, was well done. The ap- 
pearance of Cambria has been vastly changed 
since the water washed its fine streets 
away. Its big manufactories, its better class 
of residences are gone, and only the poorer 
portion of the town remains. The picture of 
poverty here is pitifully displayed, with but 
half of their furniture and belongings re- 
maining, some of the people with nothing but 


the clothing which they wear and as their 


shelter bare walls. These inhabitants of a 
remnant of a once prosperous town are in a 
wretched condition. 

Food and clothing are being distributed as 
rapidly as possible, but it will be some time 
before the people are placed in circumstances 
fitting their condition. Seen from the Penn- 
sylvania bridge, Cambria looks as if it had 
never consisted of dver two dozen houses, 
so clearly have several acres of manu- 
facturing property been swept away. This 
portion of Cambria forms a point around 
which the Conemaugh shapes its course, 
making a graceful curve. When the waves 
from the mountains tore past Johnstown 
and turned at the bridge towards Cambria 
they did not follow the ordinary course of 
the river. They took a short cut across 
Cambria’s projection, and by doing so swept 
away the town’s important industries. 
Nothing now remains of the principal strects 
except asmali portion of the northern part of 
the town. In front of the houses now standing 
in the town huge masses of driftwood have 
become wedged in against che wail which 
weathered tie waves. 

In but few instances have the occupants of 
the houses attempted to dig into or remove 
the débris, and they have been too busy 
looking for friends and relatives who have 
not yet reported. There is hardly a familv 
in Cambria but mourns the loss of one or 
more members. To hear the reports 
of these inhabitants as to the loss 
of life one would be led to 
estimate the number of killed at the maxi- 


mum figure already given—10,000. Few peo } 


ho have searcbed the drift- 
wood in front of their houses for bodies 
were astounded to find so many. Some thir- 
ty-five’ were in the little morgue at the 
northern end of the town. The corpses were 
in most cases wedged tightly together. It is 
believed that thorough digging of the drift- 
wood will resuit in the discovery of a great 
number of the flood’s victims. In a duy or 
two a systematic search will be begun and 
the driftwood.thoroughly overhauled. 

The people of Cambria are compelled, to 
live more like animals than human beings. 
Loaves of bread are seized from the dis- 
tributors by the half-famished fami- 
lies and voraciously devoured. Clothes 
are washed in dirty lite streams 
that trickie through back yards 
and filth, and malodorous objects are every-

neighborhood have been too busy in the hos- 
pital of Johnstown to turn their attention to 
Cambria. Today the inhabitants were busy 
burying the dead. Nearly everybody helped, 
and by 22 oo of the bodies in the 
morgue ha n disposed or. The i 
were carried in —— to . 
miles distant, where they were buried in the 
cemetery. 


What the prospect for the future of Cam-. 


bria is looks doubtful. There has been no 
talk of rebunding the manufactories 
which supplied nearly all the inhabitants 
with work. The destroyea works, nowever, 
may be rebuilt, in view of the fact that other 
works of the same kind located in the viein- 
ity have promised to reconstruct their dam- 
aged or demolished buildings. 

In Millvilie the search for missing peo- 
ple has been far more systematic 
than at any otper smaller 
point around Johnstown. Yesterday 
it was announced that the Cambria Iron 
Company, which employed 800 men ip the 
works at Millville, had decided to re- 
build at once. The employés of the 
company were notified to be on 
the ground prepared for work. 
At 7 o’clock 500 or 600 of the men arrived and 
were at once put to work on the débris to 
find bodies. Millville is situated on a rising 
biuff whose base extends in a “table” a 
quarter of a mile to the river, above the level 
of which the “table” varies from twenty to 
thirty feet. On this table the Cambria Iron- 
works are situated. The flood dashed across 
this table with great force, demolishing 
freight-trains standing on the tracks in 
the yard of the works, dashing 
heavy pieces of machinerv an almost 
incredible distance. tearing off the 
roofs of the iron company’s smaller build- 
ings and plaving havoc with the contents of 
the various buildings. So mighty was the 
power of the waves that heavy trees and 
large portions of houses were piled 
fifty and seventy-five feet high in 
many places. So firmiy was this drift 
odged that it took the combined efforts of a 
number of men to force an opening in the 
tangled mass. A stretch of land one-quarter 
of a mile square was covered with a dense 
coating of this dritt. Partly’ demolished 
pieces of household goods, tattered shreds 
of clothing, and almost bare limbs of trees 
and broken branches and bushes served to 
fasten the heavier objects together, the 
whole forming a strong network to which 
sand and mud lent greater resisting power. 

When the flood swept over Johnstown and 
blocked the river at the Pennsylvania bridge 
the water backed up and a portion flooded 
Millville at a point where the torrent would 
not have reached butfor the gorge. Con- 
sequeutly it was the general belief that 
many people were carried across the table“ 
and pinned underneath the heavy timbers, 
The finding of a number of bodies in the mills 
strengthened this belief. 

The workmen today had a great deal of 
trouble in opening the drift, but after this it 
will be a comparatively hght matter to re- 
move the débris. Five or six bodies were 
found during the day and were removed to 
the morgue. Not one of these was identified.

SUFFERING FROM EXPOSURE, 


Pathetic Scenes at Potnts Where Provis- 
ions Were Given Out. : 
Jonxsrowx, Pa., June 4.—[Special.]~-rhe 
suffering from exposure has been great. The 
weather was up to yesterday severe. The 
people were gererally but poorly clad and 
unabie to find proper shelter. They were 
compelled to sleep in the open air, with damp 
grass and mud forabed. They could not 
get out of town on account of the broken 
bridges, but as soon yesterdayas communi- 
cation was established between Johnstown, 
Millsville, and Cambria hundreds of people 
took advantage of the opportunity and board- 
ed the western-bound trains, consequently to- 
night nearly everybody can be accommodated 
with shelter. The exposure, however, 
brought on many cases of severe illness. A 
number of people are in tne hospitals suffer- 
ing from pneumonia. The inky blackness 
that hovered over the flooded city and its 
surroundings Saturday and Sunday nights 
was partly dispelled last night by the lignt- 
ing of numerous electric lights. Hundreds 
of workmen labored through the nigut on 
the bridges, and now it is hoped that travel 
will be unimpeded through Johnstown. 
The thieves are thinning. out, the sev- 
eral lynchings of the last few days 
having wWarned them of the great 
risks they were taking. Such inhuman 
wretches as those thieves were it seems im- 
They cut off the fingers 
and ears of dead persons to secure jeweiry, 
and in one instance, it is said, one of those 
lynched had cut off the head of a woman to 
secure a necklace. There were reports in 
Pittsburg of sixteen to twenty lynchings 
yesterday, but these were false. Tne 200 
sworn ofticers and forty Pittsburg policemen 
are amply able to take care of the city. The 
militia were not called upon for assist- 
ance, but a number of the miilitiamen 
came up out of curiosity, going so far 
as to bring acouple of Gatling guns along. 
Adjutant General Hastings says the militia- 
men are not upon official business, but the 
militiamen claimed they were. At present 
there is nothing to indicate there will be any 
serious trouble. 

Provisions are arriving rapidly and large 
quantities of clothes and household goods 
are being brought every few hours. The 
first train loaded with provisions passed into 
Johnstown at 5 o’clock yesterday. 

PASSED INTO JOHNSTOWN. 

For the tirst time since the washout people 
were permitted to pass into Johnstown. 
Train-loads of them crossed the 
Pennsylvania bridge leading to tne 
Johnstown depot. A moderately heavy rain 
fell all the afternoon and deluged the many 
articles of furniture exposed. Provisions, 
too, were well soaked. The scene in front 
of the Johnstown depot, where provisions 
were doled out, was a strangely pathetic 
one. A crowd of 1,000 people half clad, with 
faces worn and bruised, pushed and struggled 
for their rations. Deputies handed out 
hams, sacks of flour, boots and shoes, and 
other necessary articles as rapidly as possi- 
ble, but the crowd did not seem to diminish 
till nightfali, when the police dispersed the 
crowd. Every house in Prospect 
Hill, that part of Johnstown high on the hill 
and on the other side of the Conemaugh 
River, was jammed with people who had 
been rescued from watery graves. Not a 
family but what had a member missing. 
The anxious people crowded the little tele- 
graph station time and again to make in- 
quiries. Below the hill the main portion of 
Johnstown stretched in every direction in a 
chaotic splendor of ruins. A foot bridge was 
suspended across the Conemaugh late in 
the afternoon, and for the first time 
interested persons were permitted to 
cross the river and go through the 
town. Only those having passes from the head 
of the Relief Committee or from Adjutant 
General Hastings Were permitted to cross. 
The town, on a close inspection, is in a far 
more terrible condition than appeared from 
across the river. Theawful condition of the 
surrounding country cannot he imagined. 
Only when a view of the frighttuk wreckage 
is had can one have a faint conception of the 
condition of affairs. Perhaps the sights fol- 
lowing the great fire in Chicago can 
suggest the appearance of things here 
now. Standing in the centre of Johns- 
town and looking east one can 
see how and why the city was swept away. 
Above the city the Conemaugh is narrow 
between two large hills on which rest Wood- 
vale and Conemaugh, both suburbs of Johns- 
town. Not even a small freshet would pass 
this narrow valley and fail toinundate Johas- 
town. Ihe river from the hills has a straight 
course toward the town fora short distance 
and then a sharp turn veers it off almost to a 
right angie. When the enormous body of 
Water swept down this narrow passage it 
reached an enormous hight, and, gathering 
an immense force, rushed toward the town 
and swept everything before it. 


A REGIMENT OF MILITIA ARRIVES, 


The Fourteenth in Camp at Johnstown— 
Rumors of Lynchings Untrue. 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.— [Special. — The 
Fourteenth Regiment, Pennsylvania National 
Guard, has just arrived in Johnstown and 
gone intocamp. This, however, does not in- 
dicate any fear of trouble, for everything is 
quiet. They came simply to relieve the 
deputies. The latter are completely 
worn out, and have, moreover, be- 
come so excitable and nervous from 


“the strain that there are fears of their shoot- 


ing when there is no necessity forit. It is 
deemed best not to take any chances of un- 
necessary killing, so they will be relieved by 
the militia. Another reason for the change 
is that there has been more or less conflict of 
authority under the deputies, they belonging 
to different boroughs, aithough ali under the 
command of Gen. Hastings. 

After the militia had crossed to Johnstown 
the rope bridge was let jown, thus barring 
egress and ingress. Johnstown is shut off 
from the outer world again. There was a 
report this afternoon that a man haa been 
shot by a policeman in Cambria City for 
rifling dead bodies, Dut when traced down 
there proved to be no truth iu it. A number 
of men were arrested today for stealing from 
the heaps of débris. There is no place to 
lock them up here, and they were taken to 
some station down the river. Beyond this 
there has been no trouble. 


HUNDKEDS DIGGING IN THE RUINS. 


Large Forces Employed in the Sickening 
Search for Human Kemaina, 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.—Evans Johns, 
the Pittsourg contractcr, who, until WII. 
iam Flynn arrives tomorrow morning, has 
charge of the Smoky City forces, stated 
today that 2,200 men would be at work in 
the ruins by tomorrow morning. Three 
hundred arrived from Pittsburg today 
and 500 more are announced to come under 
the captaincy of Wiliam Flynn tomorrow 
morning. There are twenty-six foremen 
here, who keep their unwieldy and aimost 
exhausted forces under masterful control. 
Aithough they were scattered all over tne 
waste places today, the heavy work was done 
on the point district, where 200 mansions 
lie in solid heaps of brick, stone, and im- 
bers. Here the labors of the searchers were 
rewarded by the discovery of a corpse 
about every five minutes. As a gen- 
eral thing the bodies were mangled 
and unrecognizable, unless by marks or iet- 
ters on their persous. In every case decom- 
position bas set in, and the work of tne 
searchers is becoming one to test their 
stomachs as well as their hearts. Chief 
Evans of the Pittsburg Fire Department is 
hustling around witht a force of twenty-four 
firemen brought up to relieve those who have 
been working so heroically since Saturday. 
Morris M. Mead, Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Electricity. headed a force*of 
sixteen sanitary inspectors from Pittsburg 
who dre doing great work among the dead. 

Superintendent Kirk of the Putsburg 


Dynamite Company set at rest the reports 
floating about today that there were to be 
some terrific upheavals by dynamite. We 
will not attempt to loosen the wreckage by 
dynamite,” said he. “It is full: of dead 
bodies, and they would be terribly mangled 
if dynamite were used. We will employ 
small cartridges for shattering heavy tim- 
bers occasionally, but that is all.“ But Mr. 
Kirk has a scheme afoot that is as mo- 
mentous as it is cheering to the thousands 
below Johnstown who have been ex- 
posed to the danger of pestilence 
from drinking Allegheny River water. 
When the waters surged against the big 
stone bridge and were repelled they formed 
a vent through the embankment which had 
been washed away. The wreckage piled up 
against the bridge and the flood was turned 
into the new channel it had made, thus leav- 
ing the old bed a receptacle for drift. The 
water has been running through its new 
channel ever since. But the plan now is to 
build a ditch along che old river course, turn 
the water into the drift, and thus flusn it 
out. This is a monster scheme, but Mr. Kirk 
thinks the eartn wail will be thrown up by 
tomorrow evening. A large force is to be 
put to work upon it at once.

THE DAM IMPRUPEKLY CONSTRUCTED 


Vigorous Objections Were Made Against It 
—No Indemnity Bond Was Given. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.—The foilowing 
Was sent out today by William Henry Smith: 

I notice that she Secretary of the South Fork 
Fishing Club said yesterday that the club had not 
filed an indemnity bond, as claimed by a citizen 
of Ebensburg, and that no complaints had ever 
been made about the safety of the dam by any of 
the Johnstown citizens. He is undoubtedly cor- 
rect as to the bond, but is misleading as to the 
second part of his statements. There is not a 
shadow of doubt but that citizens of Cambria 
County frequently complained, and that at the 
time the dam was constructed a  vig- 
orous effort was made to put a stop to 
the work. It is true that the leader 
in this movement was not a citizen of 
Johnstown, but he was and is a iarge mine 
owner in Cambria County. His mine adjoins the 
reservoir property. He related to me Saturday 


the story of his labors in an effort to protect the 


lives and property of the people in that valley. 
He was frequentiy on the spot, and his own en- 
gineer inspected the work. He says the embank- 
ment was principally of shale and clay, and that 
straw was used to stop the leaking of water 
while the work was going on. He called on the 
Sheriff of Cambria County and told him it was 
his duty to apply to court for an injunction. The 
Sheriff promised to give the matter his 
attention, but instead of going before 
court went to the Cambria Iron Com- 
pany for consultation. An employé was sent 
up to make an inspection. and as 
his report was favorable to the reservoir work 
the Sheriff went no further. Butthe gentleman 
referred to said he had not failed to make public 
his protest at the time and to renew it frequently. 
This recommendation for an injunction and pro- 
test was spoken of by citizens of Altoona as a 
hackneyed subject. Confirmation was certainly 
had at South Fork, Conemaugh, Millville, and 
Johnstown that fatal Friday. The rumor of 
an expected break was prevalent at. 
these places eariy in the day. but 
the citizens remarked that the rumor 
was a familiar incident of the annual freshets. 

They gave up the first floors to the water and re- 
tired up-stairs to wait until the river should re- 
cede, as they had done often before, scouting the 
oft-told story of the breaking of the reservoir. 

The reader will note the remarkable conflict be 

tween that shale and clay story of the mine- 
owner and the published statement of Gen. 

Morehead, who had charge of the construction, 

that the masonry was of solid granite and lime- 
stone and was believed to be as enduring as the 
pyramids of Egypt. The awful disaster would 
seem to confirm the allegation of the use of unfit 
material in the construction. 


FREQUENT SCENES OF MISERY. 


Burying the Dead—Driven Wild by Loss of 
Friends—Other Notes. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.—No hearses are 
seen in Johnstown. Relatives recognize 
their dead, secure their coffins, get them 
carried the best way they can to the morgues, 
then to the graveyards. A prayer, some 
tears, and a few more of the dead thousanas 
are buried in mother earth. 

A frequent visitor at these horrible places 
is Vavid John Lewis. All over Johnstown 
he rides a powerful gray horse, and to each 
one he meets whom he knows he exclaims:

EXOREBITANT PRICES FOR FLOUR. 


Dealers Impose High Prices on Those in 
Need of Food—Weary Workers. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pe., June 4.—Mr. Moxham, 
the iron manufacturer, 1s Mayor pro tem of 
Johnstown today. He is probably the busi- 
est man in the United States. Although for 
days without sleep, he still sticks nobly 
to his task. Hundreds of others are like 
him; men fall to the earth from sheer ex- 
haustion. There are many who have not 
closed an eye in sieep since they awoke Fri- 
day morning. Many have lost near relatives 
and all friends. Workmen and horses 
are badly needed teday. Some of the 
unfortunates who couid not go to the 
relief trains endeavored to o>tain flour 
from the wrecked stores in Johnstown. Une 
dealer was charging $a sack for flour, and 
was getting it in one or two instances. Sud- 
denly the crowd heard of the imposition, and 
several desperate men went to the storé and 
doled it out gratuitously to the homeless and 
stricken army. Another dealer was selling 
flour at $1.50 a sack. He refused to give any 
away, but would sell it to any one who had 
the money. Otherwise he would not allow 
any one to go near it, guarding bis store with 
a shotgun. 

The Huns attacked a supply wagon be- 
tween Morrelivilie and Cambria City today. 
The drivers of the wagon repulsed them, but 
they again returned. A second fight ensued, 
but alter lively scrambling the Huns were 
again driven away. After that drivers and 
guards of supply wagons were permitted to 
go armed. 

Registers are being opened in Johnstown, 
and all survivors are requested to register 
their names. in order to give information of 
their safety to inquiring friends. 

Post-oftices were opened in Kernville and 
the Fourth Ward of Johnstown today. The 
first mail got in at 9:30 this morning, and 
was enormous for such a small town. 


CHICAGOANS AI JUHNSTOWN, 


Namerous Residents of the Garden City 
in Search of Using Relatives. 

Jonxsrowx, Pa., June 4.—[Special. |—Lee 
Mayer of Chicago is here in answer to a 
telegram stating that outof a gathering of 
thirteen of his relatives twelve were saved, 
and his father-in-law, Moses Strauss, former 
lv of Chicago, drowned. There accompanied 
Mr. Mayer D. F. Kinley, also of Chicago, 
who came to inguire about his sister and her 
children. He found them safe. H. H. Priest- 
ly ot Princeton, III., who is seexing his 
father. and H. L. Williams, a lawyer from 
St. Paul, whois iu search of a sister, broth- 
er-in-law, and three children, are aiso here. 

D. F. Kinley came here because he bad 
read of the death of Mr. McMillan, the well 
known resident of Johnstown. Mr. Kinley 
is the brother of Mr. McMiullan’s daughter- 
in-law. Mr. McMillan is the wealthiest and 
most prominent citizen here. He was up 
to the time of the flood President of 
the First National Bank, of the gas 
works, of the water works, and of tne street 
railway: Vice-President of the Cambria Iron 
Company, and generai supervisor and mana- 
ger of ine company stores in Johnstown. 
Mr. Kinley was overjoyed to find Mr. Me- 
Millan and nis family alive and well, though 
they had a narrow escape from death. It 
was only bY their timeiy entrance into the 
ciub-house that they were saved. 

Dr. John Lowman, who was also reported 
by the Western papers to have been drowned, 
is alive. . C. Frazer, one of Johnstowu's 
most prominent cilizens, escaped death in tue 
same manner mat Mr. McMillan did.

One Man Rescued Sixty Persons. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.—I. H. Klein 
claims the distinction of being the only New- 
Yorker in Johnstown who escaped the flood 
and the honor of having rescued or assisted 
to rescue sixty persons. His base of opera- 
tions was the Merchants’ Hotel, and his plan 
to lift persons from the windows of houses 
2 Among those he saved were 
the Rev. Phillips, who as he glided by was 
trying tohold his wife and two children 
above the water by means of a 
table on which he bad placed 
them and raised the load to his head. 
The house swung against the hotel and 
staid just long enough for the rescue to be 
complete. Mr. Klein nas been working hard 
to alleviate the suffering of the victims. He 
criticises the City Council of Johnstown for 
not taking steps to prevent the vandalism 
which he says is going on night and day. As 
to the failure of the Johnstown Council to 
‘afford police protection, there are found 
Many extenuating circumstances. One- 
iourth of the Councilmen are believed to 
have lost their lives in the flood, ana there is 
scarcely one of the living who has not met 
with some terrible loss. 


Lost on the Day Express. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 4.—General Mau- 
ager Pugh of the Pennsylvania Railroad was 
shown a Johnstown dispatch of this after- 
noon which quoted E. H. McCollough 
of the West Moreland Coal Com- 
pany, a passenger on the day 
express east, saying that twenty and possi- 
bly forty of the passengers on dat train lost 
their lives in the flood at Conemaugh.

Pugh said that the information contained in 
the dispatch was entirely incorrect.

CLIMBING THE EIFFEL TOWER, 


One Who Has Been There Describes the 
View from the Top., 

A correspondent of the Manchester (Eng.) 
Courier, who made the ascent of the tower, 
says that while resting midway up Ww 
breathe the apparently bottomless depth 
beiow, the awful hight above, give singular 
sensations of helplessness. The maze of 
stays and girders seems hopelessly confused. 
Though the hand rail is high enough, still 
there are thoughts of going over which are 
anything but pleasant. However, perse- 
verance is well repaid when one steps out 
on to the top platform. A mountain 100 feet 
high is thought to be merely a hill, but 
there is no comparison between 1,000 feet of 
The ab- 
sence of any ground falling away from one’s 
feet, or of surrounding mountains, gives a 
sense of isolation and unnaturalness new to 
any but a balloonist or steeplejack. 

It takes a few moments before one can 
muster nerve to walk on the edge of the plat- 
torm and look over. Youmust have a strong 
head to do that. An apparectiy smooth band 
of metal, though it is really a network of 
bars, falls away at a steepangie to the 
ground. There, huddled together, look to be 
afew skylights glistening in the sun. In 
reality these are the Exhibition buildings, 
and it takes some time before one can realize 
that the winding rivulet is the silver Seine. 
The Pont de Jena is like a straw, and the 
other bridges become less and less definabie. 

The overpowering sense of one’s own in- 
signiticande for a time prevents a recognition 
of familiar buildings. That gilt button is the 
magnificent dome of the Invalides; that 
stump of sealing wax is the monument in the 
Place de lw Bastile; the Pantheon looks like 
a new balfpenuy; whe towers of Notre Dame 
are scarcely distinguishable; St. Augustin 
might be anything; and the Arc de Triomphe 
requires careful identification. Paris is but 
a mat in a carpet of green and blue. The 
only distinguishable moving objects are 
small clouds of white smoke traveling siowly 
along—the railways themselves not even ex- 
isting in a line. Above all, an almighty si- 
lence, which is most oppressive.

Then it trusted the revela- 
tions of self-appointed prophets, now it pins its 
faith to the siitp-shod reasoning of sham livesti- 
gators. Science hasdone such wonderful things 
of late that a certain class of people., inciuding 
many of excellent judgmeatin other fields, nas 
come to believe any marvels put forth under its 
name. Hence we have a modern class of mnystery- 
mongers which will flourish until the spread of 
scieutific culture has diffused the power of dis- 
criminating between scicuce and base imitations 
of science. - Popular Science Monthly.

Williamsport, Pa., Said to Have Lost 83 


Lives in the Late Deluge—A Thousand 
People Homeless and in Danger of an 
Epidemic—Many People Suffering in 
Lockhaven and Great Loss of Life in 
Mill Hall—Extensive Damage to Prop- 
erty. 3 


Hanniszynd, Pa., June 4.—The following 
dispatch was sent to ‘Gov. Beaver today oy 
Mayor Foresman of Williamsport: 

The situation, expressed in a few words, fs this! 
The boom S been cleaned of logs from 
principal yards along the river front,. and the 
manufactured lumber hae been swept away. Tho 
houses of the poor people nearest the river have 
been curried away with all they possessed. Tnou- 
sand of people are homeless and without anything 
but the clothing upon their backs. Provisions 
are scarce and are most needed, Many of 
our people are in absolute want for the necessi- 
ties of life. Although bereft of property them- 
seives, our business-men Lave responded nobl 
for present necessities. At the meeting calle 
yesterday N. 000 in cash was raised. We bad! 
need disinfectants. Dead animals and ali kinds 
of filth are strewed upon the streets, and grave 
fears of an epidemic are  entertamed. 
Stocks of goods of stores in the 
tre of the city are ruined. 
impossible to estimate the loss and damage 
different kinds of praperty. Five million dollars 
is ® low estimate of the loss on lumber alone. 
Other losses lurger. The surrounding countr 
hus suffered just as badly. Booms, bridges, an 
villages have been swept away, and the loss of 
lite has been considerabie. Judge Cummins is 
treasurer of the relief fund and will 
personally to the faithful -distribu- 
tion of ali contributions. Responsible 
relief committees are now organized ir euch 
ward of the city and aid is administered as fust 
as we getit. One thousand military tents will 
afford the greatest reiief to our people who ure 
without shelter, and the lumber all huving gone 
other temporary shelter cannot be provided soon 
enough.

NO SUFFERING AT LOCK HAVEN. 


But One Person Drowned There, Although 


the Town Was Fiooded. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 4.—Superintend- 
ent Pettitof the Pennsylvania Railroad made 
his way to the edge of the City of Lock Haven 
at 9:30 this morning. He saw some of the 
principal citizens, and they say there is no 
suffering. Ali the nouses had from six to ten 


Only 
one person is known to have been drowned 
at Lock Haven, but several lives are reported 
to have been lost at Mill Hall, a town about 
four. miles from Lock Haven. The gravest 
apprehensions have been felt in regard to 
Lock Haven. Superintendent Pettit’s dispatch 
received at 10 o’clock this morning is the 
first news from that beleaguered city since 
Friday morning, and the favorable outlook 
is the cause for general rejoicing. 


The through mails delaved at Altoona were 


started over the mountains to Pittsburg at 8 
o’clock this morning. One hundr and 
thirty-two passengers accompanied them.

route. All the postal cierks accompanied the 
mails. Itis also thought to be more than 
likely that many of those caught in Altoona 
have made their way on their own responsi- 
bility to some point where they could rd 
u train to Pittsburg. 

The wires to Altoona and Williamsport are 


working badly on account of the rain, Which 
is still falling, and only the most meagre dis- 


patches can be sent and received. The rail- 
road people say there are teams enough at 
Ebensourg to forward ninety persons from 
there to Biairsvilie, and if other teams are 
secured, which is probable, ali will be for- 
warded in one party. A great deal of baggage 
was also sent back to Ebensourg. 

All gaps on the proposed temporary route 
from Harrisburg to Altoona have been closed, 
with the exception of the big bridge at Mont- 
gomery, where the water is still too bigh and 
the current too swift to work successfully. 
Iu is now thought the line will be made 
by Wednesday morning.

The Town of Lewistown Reported in Dig* 
treses—Great Damage to Property. 

_ Lewistown Junction, Pa., June 4.—The 
town of Lewistown has been shut off from 
the rest of the world since last Friday. The 
waters rose nine feet higher than in 1842, 
River bridges were all swept away.

I think that to allow the man to 
plead guilty and fine him was the best thing that 
could bave been done. 


But he did not dare to come back till he 
made the bargain. The Supreme Court de- 
cision did not say that McDonaid was inno- 
cent, but that he might have a new trial. He 
did not dare to ask for it. McGarigle would 
have continued to live an exile’s life, fed on 
the reluctaut gifts of fellow-boodiers, had he 
not been assured that State’s Attorney and 
Judge would give him what he feared a jury 
might not—immunity from punishment. But, 
assuming all that the Judge says to be pos- 
sibly true, why this handshaking scene? 
Why congratulate on his return to the city a 
criminal who had just pleaded guilty of the 
charges of which a jury had previously found 
him guilty? If the Judge did not give Mc- 
Garigle a warm long clasp”? when in the 
face of his plea of not guilty” the jury 
found him “guilty,’”’ why should he paw over 
him and coddle him when he pleaded 
guilty? This is what needs explanation. 


TRANSCONTINENTAL RAILWAY RATE WAR 

The withdrawai of the Southern Pacific 
from the Transcontinental Association may 
be the opening of a prolonged war of rates or 
orly a bluff to force the Canadian Pacific 
into a pool combine with the American lines, 
but in either event it will prove a public ben- 
efit for a greater or less period of time. Low 
rates will stimulate business with the Pacific 
coast, and while the big subsidized corpora- 
tions are at “war” shippers who have been 
mercilessly fleeced heretofore can recoup 
themselves to some extent. The naturai ex- 
pansion of business would compensate the 
roads for a considerab!e reduction of rates, 
and under lower charges they might actually 
increase their earnings; but it is said to be 
the purpase of the Southern Pacific to cut 
the tariffs so there will be no profit left for 
the Canadian Pacific on transcontinental 
business. If so all the lines to the Pacific 
coast will suffer, and the only purpose of the 
Southern Pacific must be to force the Cana- 
dian Pacific into an American pool. 

While the Canadian Pacific is wholly be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the Inter-State Com- 
merce act and can reduce its long haul rates 
without regard to the charges to Canadian 
intermediate stations, the Southern Pacific 
bas a somewhat similar advantage from the 
fact that it can control a line to New York 
via New Orieans on which there are few 
local points of any importance west of the 
Mississippi. It can thus get the entire 
charges from ocean to ocean, and will not be 
compelled to divide with connecting lines, as 
is the case with the Central and Union Pa- 
cific, the Santa Fé, and the Northern Pacific. 
It is claimed also that the Southern Pacific 
can force all business from interior points to 
go via San Francisco, and can thus get high 
short haul rates on a large volume of traffic. 
The other transcontinental routes, with the 
exception of the Canadian Pacific, have con- 
siderable “local business to protect,“ and 
must obey the short haul rule and also ai- 
vide the through charges with connecting 
lines. The savage threats of the Southern 
Pacific are intended for the independent, de- 
fiant Canadian Pacific, but in the proposed 
war the other transcontinental lines will be 
great sufferers. . 

If the Southern Pacific executes its threat 
and the Canadian Pacific refuses to come to 
terms the Northern Pacific, the Santa Fé, 
and the Central and Union Pacific will un- 
doubtedly beg the Inter-State Commission to 
suspend the short haul rule for their benefit. 
If they fail to get such relief they will bring 
all possible pressure on Congress to change 
the law. At first, however, every effort will 
be brought to bear to get the Canadian Pa- 
cific to forego the advantage it has in conse- 
quence of being beyond the reach of the 
Inter-State Commission—California freight 
being carried by sea to its terminus at Van- 
couver, and from Port Arthur on Lake Supe- 
rior by vessel to Chicago and other lake 
ports. If the Canadian Pacific can be co- 
erced or persuaded into pooling its issues 
with the American lines the war“ may 


soon be ended. Pooling, however, is a some-: 


what difficult practice now that the law for- 
bids the division of earnings and diversion 
of freight between competing roads, and 
mere agreements to Maintain rates” are 
not proving satisfactory. A pool with no 
other basis than differential rates adjusted 
with a view tu give each line its share of the 
business is treacherous, especially when 
there is not enough traffic for all. The indi- 


cations all are that the railroads will devise 


some new and more effective plan of combi- 
nation, or, failing in that, will bring a tre- 
mendous pressure on Congress to legalize 
pooling. 


THE CONEMAUGH VANDALS. 

The first revorts of lynching by drowning 
and shooting which came from the scene of 
the Johnstown disaster are now said to have 
been untrue and to have had their origin in 
the zeal of imaginative correspondents and 
their ambition to get ahead of their contem- 
poraries. Such reports, however, are always 
the natural outcome of great disasters. The 
power of description is dazed by the magni- 
tude of the calamity, and in the presence of 
such overwhelming destruction no statement 
can be too exaggerated for human credence. 
Even the nerve of truth becomes paralyzed. 
People cannot describe with accuracy what 
they have seen, Those to whom the scenes 
are narrated expand them beyond the bounds 
of probability on the next telling, and thus 
the story grows, really without responsibil- 
ity. This was clearly illustrated on the oc- 
casion of the Chicago fire, when, two or three 
days after it had occurred and reports were 
rife that thieves and incendiaries were at 
work, honest, responsible, conservative citi- 
zens, who when not ander excitement would 
scorn to tell an untruth, not only spread re- 
ports that numerous wretches had been 
hanged to lampposts, but actually averred 
they had seen the lynching with their own 
eyes. Itis well known, however, that no 
one was banged. It was simply an irrespon- 
sible and perfectly natural effortto make 

the disaster greater and more sensational 
than it really was. 

It is unquestionably true, however, that 
there were ghouls or fiends in human shape 
heartiess enough to turn this terrible aisaster 
at Johnstown to their personal profit and 
who did. not hesitate to steal everything they 
could lay their hands upon, to fili themselves 
up with whisky and desecrate the solemn oc- 
casion with a general debauch, and to muti- 
late and rob the dead of jewels and other 
personal effects. Had these wretches been 
shot at their disgusting work and their bodies 
thrown into the river like so many curs it 
would have been a fitting punishment for 
them, ana it is to be hoped yet that justice 


may get them imo its cluiches and that they | 


may rece, ve the extreme penalty called for 
by the ir hideous and ievelting crime. It the

must now have an embodiment for the in- 
stincts of wild beasts, and it would be mercy 
to give them a speedy chance for reémbodi- 
ment into something with a spark of pity 
and mercy in its composition. Fortunately, 
however, they are fewin number, and their 
possibilities for further mischief of this sort 
are at end. Martial law is a sufficient rem- 
edy. And after all the vandaitsm of this 
miserable handful does not reflect upon hu- 
man nature in the light of the splendid man- 
ifestation of pity and sympathy all over this 
broad land and the lavish way in which men, 
women, and children in every city, town, 
and village from one end of the country to 
the other are contributing money, food, and 
clothing and sending messages of courage 
and hope to the unfortunates in tne Cone- 
maugh Valley. 


FIFER KILLS A BAD BILL. 

Gov. Fifer has vetoed that little joker of a 
bil] which allowed street railway companies 
to change trom horse to cable or electric 
power of their own free will without the con- 
sent of councils or trustees. The explana- 
tions of Mayor Cregier and his Corporauon 
Counsel convinced bim that the measure was 
a dangerous one; that it took from munici- 
palities power which they should have, and 
gave it to corporations which should have it 
under no circumstances. 

A subsequent visit paid to St. Louis by the 
Mayor gave him a clearer idea of what was 
contemplated by the consp:rators who got up 
this bili. He found there nearly a mile of 
electric power street railway in operation, 
and studied it withinterest. He found that 
the power was carried on a thick wire running 
through the middie of the street suspended 
from lateral wires which were attached to 
poles planted on either side of the 
street. It was easy enough to see that if 
Chicago street railway autocrats were able 
to introduce a similar system here their 
first step would be to plant a row of poles 
on each side of every street which they 
wished to invade and suspend a big wire 
over the middle of the street. It would 
not be long before these poles, in addi- 
tion to carrying the wires for this special 
purpose, would be loaded down with others 
for telegraphic, telephone, electric light, and 
a dozen other purposes. The company would 
charge less for the use of its poles tban the 
conduit companies for their underground ac- 
commedations. Soon a barrier worse than a 
barbed wire fence would be strung along on 
each side of every principal street, and a 
big wire would run down the middle of the 
highway. The city would be powerless, and 
the citizens would have to grin and bear it. 

The intention doubtless was to try the 
scheme first on Quincy, and thea, when the 
roads were ready, to make trial of it here. 
The prompt veto of the Governor, however, 
bas knocked that in the head. The same 
hand that signed the Drainage bill has killed 
the measure which was designed to deprive 
citizens of the use of their streets. Gov. 
Fifer is entitled to another big credit mark. 


AN officer of the Sugar Trust is credited 
with the remark that they had made enough 
during the first five months of this year to 
enable them to pay a 10 per cent dividend 
for each of the next three years, and that 
they will probably pay a quarterly dividend 
of 3 per cent from thistimeon. It is under- 
stood by insiders that the prospects for profit 
the remainder of the current year are even 
better than the fact for that part of it which 
has already passed by. The papers which 
have blamed Tue Trizune for hinting that 
the trust was responsible for the recent rise 
in the price of sugar may ponder this state- 
ment with advantage it they really wish to 
know the truth. They may also look at the 
advance in Sugar Trust . certificates 
from 99 cents Monday night last to 
81.02% a day later as proof that the remark 
above quoted has a foundation in fact. One 
of the men connected with the trust is said 
to have made a profit of 84 per barrel on a 
big lot of sugar in the last few weeks over 
and above that coming to him from his hold- 
ings of stock. The Lead Trust, too, is boomme, 
on the understanding that the two St. Louis 
firms which had held aloof from it so long 
came in last Friday. These and other trusts 
are having things all their own way just 
now, but that fact does not assure to them 
permanent success. The unfortunate phase of 
the situation consists in the prospect that 
when the reverse comes it will find the 
greater vart of all the trust certificatesin the 
hands of victims who are tured into buying 
them by, showings of great prosperity that 
will prove to be evanescent. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON has given an office to 
another editor, having selected Mr. Reid of 
Appleton, Wis., as Consul to Dublin. The 
President has made more appointments from

Hampshire and was elected Senator and 
took his seat among those who had rejected 
him.

The objection made by someof the Senators 
to the confirmation of any of these editors 
was one that has been heard since then—

Many of the sneers. sarcasms, and misrepre- 
sentations so freely indulged in by the press of 
other cities at the expense of Chicago may be 
set dowa asthe offspring of envy and malice. 
The phenomenal growth of this city in business, 
goodness, and intellectual greatness has out- 
stripped that of so many once ambitious rivals 
and left them so hopelessly in the rear that Chi- 
cago naturally expects to receive from numer- 
ous sources the tributes that envy invariably 
pays to success. Secure in her position, and 
feeling that these shafts of malice can do her no 
harm, Chicago as a rule takes their thrusts good- 
naturedly. This custom may serve to explain 
in part the fact that these flings come from so 
many sections of the country ang from so many 
Villages and hamlets that have no reason tor 
hatred or jealousy of Chicago. The cheap scrib- 
bler who finds that his jeer at Chicago is usually 
copied into the Chicago papers, with: proper 
credit attached, is stimulated to jeer again and 
again, and the supply of this sort of brain prod- 
uct is thus kept continually equal to the demand. 

But to treat these gibes seriously for once let 
us see how far they are deserved. Chicago has a 
populauon, including her immediate suburbs, of 
a million or more. Of this vast aggregate a ma- 
jority of the adults are foreigners, attracted 
hither by her unprecedented prosperity. Chi- 
cago makes no attempt to conceal or cover up 
the existence of crimes or criminals in her midst, 
but sets boldly and vigorously at work to ferret 
out the perpetrators of crime. If she does not 
always succeed it is not for want of honest effort 
or persistency. She has secured the passage of 
laws making “ boodling™’ more dificult and haz- 
Sue has suppressed Anarchistic dis- 
order and punished Anarchistic murder, She

against crime and the possession of power and 
determination to stamp it out. But she disdains 
concealment. Her record is open to the world. 

New York City lives in too fragile a glass house 
to throw any stones at Chicago. But she throws 
them. So does Minne-Paul. with her disorderly 
mobs. So does righteous Salt Lake City Even 
those miracies of virtue and purity, New Orleans, 
San Francisco, Kansas City, poor old Cincinnati, 
and St. Louis, and a hundred others less worth 
mentioning follow the fashion and lampoon Chi- 
cago. It it amuses them let them keep on. It 
hurts nobody here and may give pleasure to the 
mean and envious. Is there another city in the 
United States that has shown half the capacity 
to meet and master the problems. the difficulties, 
and the dangers that beset a great cosmopolitan 
metropolis, growing at an unexampled pace, in 
the manner that Chicago has met and mastered 
them?

Wearing Apparel. 

New York Sun: When savage people first 
come in contact with the whites none of 
the wonders that they see is regarded with 
more suspicion than large sheets of paper. 
The native is apt to regard the paper as a 
sort of cloth, and the fact tnat it tears easily 
and is worthless for most of the purposes to 
which cloth is put convinces him that it is 
a fraud. One or two Congo travelers have told 
of the disgust with which the natives at 
first regarded paper. The Congo tribes, by 
the way, are on the lookout for sharpers, and 
itis pretty hard work for anybody to sell 
them a bad quality of cutlery or cloth. Sav- 
ages soon find, however, that paper is not 
intended to serve the purpose of cloth. Then 
they cease to look 2 it as a fraud, but 
they do not think it ranks high among white 
ran by manufactures, and they have little use 

or it. 

A while ago Mr. Lumholtz was traveling in 
the interior of Queensland, Australia, where 
he met many natives who had never seen a 
white man before. One day a crowd of natives 
were in the white man’s camp carefully in- 
specting the explorer and his baggage, when 
a newspaper happened to drop out of his 
pocket. The natives unfolded and spread it 
outon the ground. They decided that it 
must be an article of wearing apparel, and 
one of them tried it on. He wrapped it 
around bis shoulders lke a shawl and sat 
down on the ground, arranging his covering 
this way and that, and watching tne faces of 
the crowd to see what they thougut of his 
elegant garment, covered as it was with 
many thousands of curious marks.

Inaccuracy of the New Testament. 
What certainty have we of the verbal accuracy 
of any single text on which, as we are told, hangs 
the tremendous issue of Heaven or Heli? 


ment takes us no nearer the real words of Jesus 
and His disciples than some time in the fourth 
century. Hundreds of manuscripts, of allor a 
part of the Testament, are in existence. But 
they contain thousands of differences in their 
readings. Generally these differences are not 
important; that is, they do not materially 
change the sense. But in some cases they 
are important. They amovnt to a differ- 
ence as to whole verses; and, in 
a few instances, to whole para- 
graphs or parts of chapters. Some of these dif- 
lerences Mean more than carelessness; they in- 
dicate a deliberate tampering with the text un- 
der the influence of doctrinal bas. It is some 
times urged, in reply to this point, that we are 
as sure of the general accuracy of the New Testa- 
ment text as We ure of that of the best classics, 
such as Cicero's orations.

A Laughing Plant. 

Palgrave, in his work on Central and Eastern 
Arabia, mentions a plant whose seeds produce 
effects analogous to those of laughing gas. 
The plant is a native of Arabia. A dwarf vu- 
riety is found at Kasum, and another variety 
at Oman, which attains a hight of from 
three to four feet, with woody stems, wide- 
spreading branches, and hight green foliage. 
The flowers are produced in clusters and are 
yellow in color. The seed pods contain two or 
three black seeds of the size and shape of a 
French bean. Their flavor is a little like that of 
opium; the taste is sweet and the odor from them 
produces a sickening sensation and is slightly 
offensive. These seeds, when pulverized and 
tuken in small doses, 
in a peculiar manner. He begins to laugh 
loudly and boisterously, and then sings, dances, 
and cuts up all kinds of fantastic capers.

BONDHOLDERS AFFECTED, 


THE NEW TRUST COMPANY LAW CON- 
TAINS AN IMPORTANT PROVISION. 


Trustees Outside the State Must Stand on 
the Same Footing as Illinois Corpors- 
tions— Members of the Boxmakers’ 
Union Strike Because They Dislike 
Their Foreman—Police Guard the New 
Men and the Premises—Other Local 
News. 


An important provision of the new Trust Com- 
pany law, to which public attention has not yet 
been directed. has become a matter of immedi- 
ate interest to the holders of the 5 per cent bonds 
of the Consumers’ Gas Company. The original 
trustee under the mortgage was J. J. P. Odell, 
but he resigned not long ago in. order that the 
bondholders might select a New York trust com- 
pany in his stead, it having appeared desirable 
to list the bonds upon tne New York Stock Ex- 
change, which organization requires that all se- 
curities on its list shall have a New York corpo- 
ration for trustee. The Cousumers’ bondholders 
were to have elected a new trustee a week or 80 
ago, Dut a technical error in the advertisement 
anaouncing the election made a postponement 
advisable. It is now proposed to elect a new 
trustee July 13. it being unuerstood that the Mer- 
cantile Trust Company of New York is to be Mr, 
Odell’s successor. If the bondholders, however, 
oy due consideration to the statutes of IIIinois, 

t is claimed that the New York trust company, 
unless it complies with certain requirements, 
Will not be chosen. : 

Some of the bondholders will 1 the elec- 
tion of a New York trustee on the ground that 
no New York company is at present qualified to 
accept the trust, nor can accept it without vio- 
lating the law of Illinois. They base their 
claim on the various provisions of the Trust 
Company act of 1887, Sec. 6 of which requires 
that u company before accepting any trust wust 
first deposit with the State Auditor $200,000 in 


bonds of the United States or of this State, or in 


approved reul estate mortgages, and receive 
from the Auditor a certificate of authority, the 
1 for the violation of this act being 00. 

he General Incorporation act, Sec. 26. subjects 
foreign corporations to the same restrictions that 
are imposed upon domestic companies, It is 
held, therefore, by some of the Consumers’ 
bondholders that no New York company can 
— as trustee under their mortgage util it 

eposits $200,000 with the State Auditor of Illi- 
nois and receives from him the necessury certifi- 
cate of authority. it is not believed that any 
New York company will deem the trusteeship 
worth this price. , 

The issue raised is an important one in its 
bearing upon the future of local financial and 
trust corporations. The act of 1587, as amended 
by the last Legislature, provides that corpera- 
tions as well as individuais may be appointed ad- 
Ministrators and guardians as well as trustees of 
deeds, executors. and receivers, and the ap- 
pointee must in each case have made the #200,000 
deposit and received the necessary certilicate of 
authority. The business that falis under this act 
is already large in this State, and will become 
immense as the wealth of the State increases. 
It would manifestly be unfair that home corpo- 
rations should be handicapped with conditions 
not imposed on outsiders. It is a question to be 
decided by the courts whether outside compa- 
nies which accepted trusteeships prior to July, 
1887, can legally hold them now. he attention 
of the Attorney General and the State Auditor 
has been called to the provisions of the law, ana 
it is probable that they will soon be called upon 
to move against offending corporations as the 
law provides. 


A STRIKE IN A BOX FACTORY, 


Members of the Boxmakers’ Union Object 
to a Foreman and Go Out. 

The members of the Boxmakers’ Union. No. 
4,838, employed at D. M. Goodwillie’s box fac- 
tory on West Twenty-second street, struck work 
Monday afternoon because they were displeased 
with the employment of Henry Johns as fore- 
man of the nailing department. Mr. Goodwillie 
atonce set about procuring men to take the 
place of the strikers, and succeeded in securing 
about thirty-five. 

After leaving the factory the strikers held a 
meeting and sent a committee to Mr. Goodwillie 
demanding the removal of Foreman Johns. The 
proprietor declined to comply. Early in the 
evening the strikers assembled in the neighbor- 
hood and attempted to invade the premises, 
Officers were sent from the Canalport Avenue 
Station, dispersed the crowd, and gave the pew 
men safe conduct to their homes. The strike 
was still on yesterday, but some work is being 
done at the factory by the new men. Mr. Good- 
willie mukes the following statement in regard 
to the trouble: 

Some time ago Mr. Johns was employed by 
me on the nailing machines and shortly after he 
had some misunderstanding with one of the 
union nailers. The other unidn nailers employed 
in the factory championed tbe cause of their 


‘friend and things were made unpleasant for Mr. 


Johns. Shortly afterward he resigned his posi- 
tion and sought employment elsewhere. 
When he returned here again and 
requested employment it was prompt 
ly given him, and he assumed charge of 
the nailing machines. He had no sooner entered 
the factory than the men employedin hand work 
entered complaint and demanded his immediate 
— J refused to comply, and hence the 
strike.“ 

The men say that iu addition to the retention 
of Mr. Johns they had an added grievance in the 
shape of an attempt on the part of Mr. Good- 
willie to reduce their wages 10 per cent. Re- 
ferring to this phase of the matter yesterday, 
Mr. Goodwilliesaid: The matter of wages was 
never hinted at, as I pay the standard rates for 
labor and always have, increasing wages when 
reasonable requests were made. gy

After arranging for a meeting at the Grand 
Pacitic Hotel yesterday the nine delegates from 
the Brakemen’s, Switchmen’s, and Firemen's 
Associations suddenly changed their program 
and held a secret conference at some other place. 
At a preliminary meeting held Monday after- 
noon the deiegates selected a committee for the 
purpose of drafting a constitution and by-laws 
for a proposed federation of the three associa- 
tions, and it is understood that this com- 
mittee occupied yesterday in outlining the 
same.

“The delegates who are at present in the city 
are here not for the purpose of forming a tedera- 
tion of the three associations, for practically 
that has already been decided. Each one ot the 
organizations has held conventions at which 
the aavisability and expediency of the codpera- 
tive movement were determined. Those of us 
who are here come not to agitate the matter, 
but as representatives to prepare the new con- 
stitution for a federated body which is virtually 
formed. When the committee has decided upon 
a proper constitution it will be submitted to the 
delegates and ratified or amended.“ 

** When will this be?“ 

“Withinafew days. The delegates will re- 
main in the city until the committee work is 
done, ready to pass upon the same:” 

“Have you seen the New York dispatches 
which say that Chief Arthur is keeping the Loco- 
motive Brotherhood out of the new federation 
for reasons of profit to himse!f?’’ 

“IT have not.“ 

“Will the engineers become a fourth member 
of the federation?’ 

»Tnere has been nothing done looking to that 
result.” 

When he was asked the purposes of the combi- 
nation he gave no specific answer, saying that 
while they had not heretofore antagonizeu each 
other, the three bodies had never worked to- 
gether as they should, and now it had been de- 
cidea that for their own good it was time to act 
in harmony.

The Destiny of Canada. 

The destiny that awaits the greater half of the 
continent, now inciuded within the British pos- 
sessions in North America, ig a subject of the 
most profound interest, If, as resulting from a 
commercial union with the United States, and 
the political consequences that would follow 
from an enormous increase in population, with a 
dissatisfaction with colonialism and the develop- 
ment of a real national life, a movement should 


take but a few years to achieve it. Already there 
is a tendency in this direction in the Canadian 
mind, especially among the young men of Can- 
ada; and there would less disinclination on 
the part of English statesmen to favor a move: 
mentof that character in ference to absorp- 
tion by the United States. .The independence of 
Canada could result only in the creation of a 
great Republic, founded upon much the same 
en as those that now pervade the 

nited States, The area, comprising now eleven 
provinces and territories. could be divided ad- 
vantageously into thirty States; and if the move- 
ment towards a Republic should have the hearty 
coéperation and all the commercial advantages 
of a close union with the United States no greater 
achievement could be imagined than to build up 
a great nation composed of people of the same 
lineage, the same language, the same laws, and 
the same literature, governed by the same prin- 
ciples, and having the same destiny in the ad- 
vancement of civilization.—Arastue Winan in 
North American Review.

Fishing and Hunting Ciub—A Small and 
Select Body of Pittsburg Rich Men, 
Several of Them Standard on Million- 
Sires—“What if the Dam Should 
Burst?” a Question Often Asked. 

New York World: There are many New 
York people who have visited the scenes of 
the terriole disaster in the Conemaugh Val- 
ley and several who have been guests of the 
South Fork Fishing and Hunting Club, which 
owned the dam that burst with cuch terribie 
effects Friday night. The clubis small and 


select, and so far as known only.one member, 


Jesse H. Lippincott, who has apartments at 
the Dalhousie, on West Fifty-ninth strebt, 
and who owns one of the finest cottages fn 
Conemaugh Lake, lives in New York. This 
Was the largest body of artificial water in the 
world, and one of the highest, being near 
the top of the Allegheny Mountains in an ex- 
posed position, ana over a thousand feet 
above the City of Johnstown. As explained 
by a young lady in this city who spent last 
summer at the club-house, Conemaugh Lake 
and nearly all of the surrounding land be- 
longed to the club, which was a close corpo- 
ration of Pittsburg rich men, about 100, and 
many of whom are Standard Oil millionaires. 
James Suydam of Pittsburg was President of 
the club last summer. 

Although ail the members were rich men, 
the club was not a wealthy organization, be- 
ing in debt toa considerable extenton ac- 
count of improvements which it has recently 
made, and it has all along been unlucky. 
Last year was the most prosperous in the 
history of the club; its house was full and 
all the cottages for rent at Conemaugh Lake 
were taken, and it was thought the troubies 
of the organization were at aa end. But scar- 
let fever broke out in the middle of the sum- 
mer and everybody left at once. 

There were sixteen cottages at Conemaugh 
Lake, belonging to members of the club and 
clustered about the club-house, which was 
about a quarter of a mile from the fatal dam. 
ihe cottages were ail new, having been 
erected within the last five or six years, ele- 
gantly furnished, and costing many thousand 
dollars apiece. The ciub-house, which was a 
three-story Queen Anne structure, furnished 
with billiard tables, piano, and containing a 
large dining-room and pearly rooms for 
guests, cost over $50,000. The cottagers took 
their meals at the club, and nobody was al- 
lowed in the building or at the lake who was 
not a member or introduced by a member. 

THE DAM. 

The dam was originally built some sixty 
years ago by the Pennsylvania Canal Com- 
pany, but never used by them, and it was, 
perhaps, the largest in the world, being 
eighty feet high, nearly as thick at the base, 
1,000 feet in length, and twenty feet wide at 
the top, across which ran the stage road to 
the ciub-house. Some ten years ago the 
South Fork Fishing and Hunting Club was 
formed, and it bought the dam, whicn had 
been abandoned, paying only a small part of 
its cost. The club had the structure exam- 
ined by competent engineers, and while it 
never was considered unsafe they advised 
that it be strengthened and reintorced by 
buttresses of new masonry at the base. 
When this was done the water was shut off, 
and it took two years for the lake to fill, 
although fed by a couple of active running 
streams. 

From time to time since then the dam has 
been regularly examined by engineers of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and one of the leaa- 
ing members of the club, Chester Alibre, who 
sailed for Europe last week, a competent 
civil engineer, also frequentiy examined the 
structure. But nobody ever saw a weakness 
in the dam, which was built of the heaviest 
kind of masonry. 

The menace to all the towns in the valley 
of this vast body of water, held back by a 
and the 
question was frequently asked, What if the 
dam should burst?“ only to be answered by 
the statement that it was the strongest 
structure of the kind in existence and equal 
to its work. 

The overflow trom Conemaugh Lake ran 
23 a sluice on the left side of the great 
dam, but it is not known that the club ever 
kept a watchman to regulate it. The nearest 
building to this siuice was the farm-house of 
Col. Unger, proprietor of the Monongahela 
House at Pittsburg, and this was only about 
twenty yards distant from the dam. It was 
occupied by farmers through the winter, 
who must have realized the danger when the 
water began to-rise. Now that the lake has 
disappeared, itis believed that the club is 
ruined and that no attempt will be made to 
rebuild the dam, which would entail enor- 
mous expense, even should the inhab- 
itants of the Conemaugh Valley consent to 
such a proceeding, which is not likely. The 
club-house and its surrounding cottages are 
left stranded high and dry miles away from 
the nearest running water, which is at the 
bottom of the valiey, once covered by the 
lake, and 100 feet below. 

THE LEGAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

The bottom of the lake was formerly occu- 
pied by tarms, which were bought by the 
club, as were several others around the 
edge, and there were only three or four 
farmers left, who were holding off for a high 
price. How far the club may be legally re- 
sponsible for the damage done by the broken 
dam is a question which only the courts can 
determine. Ii it can be shown that the club 
took every reasonable precaution to examine 
the dam and regulate the flow of water itis 
believed that they cannot be held liable, es- 
pecially if the break resulted from abnor- 
mal atmospheric conditions. The World’s in- 
formant in this city said last night: 

IJ didn’t think any weight of water would 
have broken the Conemaugh dam, which was 
one of the most massive structures I have 
ever seen and apparently perfectly sound, as 
I never saw a leak in it or even dampness on 
the valiey side. I think a whirlwind or wa- 
terspout or some other atmospheric dis- 
turbance must bave done it by bringing a 
great and sudden pressure on the surface of 
the lake. It was a most treacherous and ex- 
posed body of water, and last summer I saw 
squalls come up and lash the waters into 
furious waves; in two or three minutes aft- 
erwards it was pertectly calm. There were 
twenty or thirty cottages in the ravine be- 
tween tne dam and Johnstown, a distance of 
two miles, down which the torrents rushed, 
and these must all have been swept away.“ 

The founder and chief promoter of the 
South Fork Fishing and Hunting Club is Mr. 
W. A. McIntosh of Cleveland, formerly of 
Pittsburg, one of the most vrominent busi- 
ness-men of that city, until recently Presi- 
dent of the New York & Cleveland Gas Coal 
Company, and prominently identified with 
many other leading enterprises of the 
West. 

Burr W. McIntosh of New York City has 
resided for many seasons in his father’s cot- 
tage on the shores of Lake Conemaugh, and 
is thoroughly familiar with the topography 
of cne lake and of the whole valley, down 
which this death dealing flood nas swept 
with such fearful consequences. 

„The lake, he said, when asked to de- 
scribe it, is an artificial one, and was orig- 
inally built by the Pernsylvania Canal Com- 
pany in 1826 as a feeder for the canal, but 
after the Pennsylvania Railroad was built 


the lake was unused, ana for a number of 


years its bed served for farming land. As 
there bad been a slight break in the dam 
about this time there was hardly any water 
in it. The original cost of the dam was 


00 ORIGIN OF THE CLUB. 

“ About ten years ago a number of promi- 
nent Pittsburg gentlemen weat to the lake 
for shooting ana saw the beauties of the 

lace and the advantages it offered. The 
south Fork Fishing and Hunting Club was 
organized oy them. In about four years the 
club had grown to be popular among wealthy 
Pittsburgers, and there were erected there 


within the last five years over thirty cot- 


tages and a Landsome club-house. 

“ The first break in this dam was repaired 
by the club at à cost of over $30,000, and the 
embankment has been examined every month 
by the proper authorities to testify as to its 
security. It was made almost entirely of 
solid stone and built in atnoroughly substan- 
tial way. It was believed that nothing short 
of ap earthquake or something similar could 
ever move it. What were the causes of the 
present break will be learned from those on 
tne spot now. The lake is three miles and a 
half long and from a half toa mile anda 
haif broad, and in some places is as deep 


“The regular summer season was to have 
opened this month, but this calamity will in 
all probability preclude the possibility of the 
dam being rebuilt. Tne lake was fed oy four 
streams, and a proper outlet at the northeast 
of the dam has in the past been sufficient to 
carry off any large amount of water that was 
emptied into the Jake. Nearly all of the 
Town of South Förk, as well as the towns 
between there and Johnstown, and Johns- 
town itself, lie in the valley, aud could not 
possibly escape the terrible torrents which 
must have come down. 

Among the prominent cottage-owners are 
Calvin ells, owner of the Philadelphia 
#’ress; Charles J. Clarke, the railroad million- 
aire; Joseph Horne, J. H. Lippincott, the 
head of the new phonograph system; Max K. 
Moorhead, the mitliovaire iron manufact- 
urer; H. Sellers McKee, and J. H. Chanfers, 
the millionaire giass manufacturer, and An- 
drew Carnegie. About 200 otber wealthy 
Pittsburgers belong to the club. On the lake 
were a couple of hundred steam yachts, cat- 
beats, and rowboats, and Pittsburgers will, 
tnerefore, by this calamity be deprivea of 
their most popular resort.“

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VISIT TO ENGLAND. 


He Is to Arrive at Buckingham Palece July 
1—The Modest Quarters He Will Have 
in Paris—The Orleans Fete— An Amusing 
Blunder—Bernhardt’s Dramatic Season 
in London—The Crush at the Paris Ex- 
hibition. 

[New York Tribune me. 

Lonpon, June 3.—The rumor of the possi- 
bility of a marriage being arranged between 
Prince Albert Victor and the Princess Vic- 
toria of Teck has been revived, and there is 
no doubt that the matter has been seriously 
discussed. The Queen is supposed to view 
the project with disfavor. 

The German Emperor is expected to visit 
Wimbieton once at least during the camp 
fortnight. 

The Shah is to arrive at Buckingbam Pal- 
ace, where the Belgian rooms, which look on 
tne gardens, have been prepared for him, the 
evening of Monday, July 1, from Brussels. 
The Shah will be conveyed from Ostend to 


Dover in one of the royal yachts, probably 


the Osborne, and will travel, after a brief so- 
journ at the Lord Warden Hotel, to Charing 
Cross, by a special train, ana is then to be 
met by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, and other personages of light and 
leading. The Shah will pay a state visit 
to the Queen at Windsor within a few days 
of his arrival in London and after staying a 
week at Buckingham Palace he is to proceed 
to Birmmgnaq, Liverpool, Manchester, Glas- 
gow, and Edinburg, and to return by New- 
castle and York. He is to leave England for 
Paris July 2or 26 After the spiendor of 
his lodging at St. Petersburg the Shah will 
doubtiess turn up his Persian nose at the 
modest house that is being prepared for his 
reception by the French Governmentin the 
Rue Copernic. It is the house recently oc- 
cupied by the amiable Gen. Guzman Bianco 
—a comfortable dwelling, such as plebeian 
Americans are in the habit of hiring when 
they come to svend a few months in Paris. 
But it has no palatial teatures and nothing 
to impress an Oriental eye. An entirely 
novel experience awaits the Shah of Persia. 
During his approaching visit to England he 
will be entertained by Sir Algernon Borth- 
wick at Invercauld some time in the month 
of July, and he will study Scottish life and 
scenery under the joint guidance of his host 
and Sir Drummond Wolff. 
THE ORLEANS FETE. 

One hundred and seven Legitimists sat 
down to the silver wedding lunch at the Star 
and Garter at Richmond Friday afternoon, 
including representatives of «he most ancient 
families in France. 
gold menu cards bore large fleur de lis in 
euch corner, and the young Duc d’Orleans 
made an excellent speech in response to his 
toast. Although the theological suscepti bil- 
ities of the guests compelled Sig. Melia to 
limit his plats to those described as maigre, 
the dejeuner was a culinary as well asa po- 
litical success. The most notable feature in 
connection with the silver wedding of the 
Comte and Comtesse was the absence of 
their wise uncles, the Duc d’Aumale and the 
Prince de Joinville. The presumed cause is 
their dislike of the Boulangist alliance.

BERNHARDT’S SEASON.

As yet the railways have feit little increase 
of traffic on account of the exhibition, but 
the rush to Paris at Whitsuntide is likely to 
be wholly without precedent.. Mr. Cook’s 
resources have deen tried to the utmost, and 
Lord Esher heads a contingent of Judges 
large enough to form a full Court of Appeals 
on the Eiffel Tower. The humorists in the 
art exhibition, which opens Saturday, will, 
of course, include some of the works of 
Rowlandson and Gullroy, two hearty British 
souls rioting in beef.

A Jury in Judge Bilodgett’s Court Finds 
Him Guilty and He Promptly Pays a 
Fine of $500—Why He Was Let Off 
Easy—Attorney Gibbons“ Queer Suit— 
Court Arrangements for Next Wween 
Other Items—The Record. ? 


Morton F. Hale, one of the parties indicted for 
complicity in the celebrated match bond case, 
was found guilty by a jury in Judge Blodgett's 
court yesterday of the charge of fraud preferred 
against him, and Judge Blodgett imposed a fine 
of $500, which was promptly paid. Hale was in- 
dicted in October, 1879, with Phineas Ayer. James 
Baxter, Heury Sloan. and Stephen d. Hooker, 
for complicity in a eonspitacy by which the Gov- 
ernment was swindled out of 400. Ayer, al- 
leging that he was about to enter into the manu- 
facture of fricuon matches, which at that time 
were subject to an internal revenue tax, applied 
to the Collector of Internal Revenue for 
permission to do so and filed a bond 
loss 
which might accrue from non-payment for 
stamps. On this bond internal revenue stamps 
to the amount above stated were obtained, and 
by the time the Government discovered that the 
bond was of no value the conspirators were in 
Canada. Hale, tired of his exile, returned to 
Chicago about three weeks ago and surrendered 
himseif to the Federal authorities, District At- 
torney Ewing. on his recent visit to Washington, 
consulted with the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. It was decided that as he was not 
a ringleader in the conspiracy and the tax at 
matches had since been abolished, in view of 
Hale’s long term of exile he might be leniently 
dealt with. The light fine was the result of the 
District Attorney’s recommendation to the court. 

An injunction was issued by Judge Collins, di- 
rected to Mayor Boldenweck and Chief of Police 
Wing, restraining them from interfering with 
the laying by the Chicago & Northwestern Kail- 
way Company of an additional track along Le- 
land avenue in Ravenswood. The railway claims 
to have bought the right of way in 1857, and says 
that there is no warrant whatever for the threat- 
ened interference of the Lake View officers. 

Lawyer John Gibbons secured a judgment for 
$500 against the Village of Hyde Park for Mrs. 
Antonine Duhinski, who repudiated a previously 
made contract to oe Attorney Gibbons half of 
the judgment and fied to St. Paul to escape legal 
process. Her friends here are said to be ne- 
gotiating with the Hyde Park authorities for a 
settlement of the judgment at one-half, and Mr. 
Gibbons yesterday secured an injunction re- 
straining the village frou. sett the claim un- 
til he can get service on Mrs. D ki in a suit 
begun for specitie performance, .

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


Efforts to Restore West-Bouad Freight 
Rates to Minne- Faul. 

Strong efforts are being made to Dring about a 
settlement of the difficulties between the Chi- 
cago-St. Paul and Lake Superior-St. Paul lines, 
which caused the heavy reductions in west-bound 
freight rates to St. Paul and Minneapolis. The 
new rate—79 cents first class, New York to St. 
Paul—went into effect Monday. It is feared that 
the continuance of this low through rate will se- 
riously affect the local rates this side of St. 
Paul, and the strong lines who would suffer se- 
verely trum a collapse of local rates are doing 
all they can to get through rates back again to 
former figures. To obtain this they are will- 
ing to make concessions to the lines which have 
to depend entirely upon the through traffic. The 
present indications do not point to a settlement 
of the troubles. The difficulty is to get the Lake 
Superior lines to accept a rate that would be fair 
and reasonable to the Chicago lines. These 
lines demand a differential, which if granted 
would give them all the through business. The 
Burlington & Northern refuses to advance rates 
except upon the condition that the rates via 
Chicago be made the same as via Lake Superior 
points. 

The General Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the various roads between Chicago und 


St. Paul and Lake Superior points were in ses- 


sion at Chairman Faithorn's office all day yes- 


terday considering the situation, but were unable 


to reach a conclusion. All the lines between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul and Minneapolis, including 
the Burlington & Northern, were represented, 
Representatives of the ‘*‘Soo”’ line were also 
present. But the St. Paul & Duluth, Minnesota 
& Eastern, and other Lake Superior lines were 
unrepresented. The “Soo” line people, who 
were accused of having forced the Buriington & 
Northern to reduce the rates by not maintatuin 

the agreed tariff rates, were peaceably incline 

and declared their willingness to accept the same 
through rates as were made via Chicago, but the 
other Lake Superior lines were understood to be 
disinclined to join in any arrangement that did 
not guarantee them a differential of avout 10 
cents, first class. The Burlington & Northern 
would not consent to any such arrangement and 
insisted that rates via Chicago, both all rail and 
lake and rail, must be made the same before it 
would consent to an advance in rates.

the advance was only & half-hearted one in most 


departments, the crowd being suspicious that 


scalping sales would break prices after a slight 
improvement, The weather was still cool for the 
season, and some Uoubts were entertained in re- 
gard to crop conditions being so favorable as 
cluimed by the bears in grain. 

Lindblom remarks that all ‘he wheat crops 
that have fallen due this year thus far have been 
fuilures. He instances Chu, South India, and 
Australia as giving a poor yield. He thinks these 


facts Warrant the expectation of an important 
advance in prices. 

The shipments of wheat from British India and 
the home deliveries by farmers in the United 
Kingdom are both reported to show a marked 
falling off in volume, It is said this can be ex- 
plained by reference to the fact that the princt- 
pal British markets declined about 1 shilling 
per quarter within five days, which has made 
holders less anxious to sell. But the small- 
er offerings seem to have made English buyers 
desirous of renewing relations with export 
houses in the United states. Some orders were 
in hand here limited, but about lte below the 
market for straight goods, and it was said that 
several firms were trying to work cargoes yester- 
day. New York houses were said to hold orders 
which they were able to fill on that market. The 
belief that we are not only close to an export 
basis, but that wheat is actually wanted abroad 
at about present prices, revived the hopes of 
some who have recentiy viewed the situation 
with exteedingly weak eyes. Also the news 
from winter wheat fields in this country tells of 
conditions poorer than two or three weeks ago. 
Thisis said to be especially true of Ohio and 
Indiana. 

Crop advices from San Francisco were con- 
tradictory. Some said that hot winds are jeop- 
ardizing the yield. whiie others stated that no 
harm is done and that new wheat has already ur- 
rived in that market. 

Robert Warren worked“ 24,000 bu wheat for 
direct export from this city. Itis the first time 
in nearly a year that Liverpool bids have come 
up to our market tor straight No, 2 wheat. New 
York reports 56.000 bu wheat and 112.000 bu corn 
taken for expori, and New Orleans the shipment 
of 214,000 bu corn to the United Kingdom. 

The receipts of wheat in Liverpool for the last 
three days reported were 844,000 bu, of which 
only 56,000 bu were from Atlantic ports of the 
United States. 

The stocks of flourin New York, which were 
large through the winter, are being reduced at a 
rapid rate. The beginning ot“ this month the 
total was 160,275 pkgs, against 205,880 a month 
ago, and 124,791 a year ago.
